And he should know. 

“Three days. before the battle ot 
Jutland.” said Sachau, “I was ordered 
lo report to the Imperial wharf of 
Wilhelmshafen, I did not see any more 
action.” 

He was reluctant to discuss the 
Jutland fight. Admirals have fought 
lit out since, and the quarrel is not 
ended yet by any means. Sachau 
went to the technical bureau of the 
Imperial navy, and remained there, at 
Hamburg and at Kiel for the remain 
der of the war. He put in long days 
‘and long nights planning, drawing, 
| constructing new ships, mystery craft, 
| U-boats, special raiders mine sweep- 
ers, tiny patrol boats, 

The latter he studied particularly, 
It is from those days that he ggt the 
hankering for building small speed 
boats, known hereabouts as “Sea 
Fleas”. He is building them right 
here in Toronto now. They are dap- 
per little things that skip the water 
somewhere about 45 miles an hour.

Irrigated Lands Being 
Used to Grow Peas 


The irrigated districts of Alberta.are 
being selected for the growing of 
another specialized crop of which Can. 
ada has need and a further source of 
revenue is to be added to many they 
already possess. During the present 
year some 400 acres of canning peas 
for seed will be grown upon the irrt- 
gated lands of this territory under 
contract to a Vancouver canning com- 
pany which is already active in the 
eanning industry in the province. The 
greater part of this will be in the Barn 
well-Taber irrigation district, but tesi 
plots will also be grown in the Coal- 
dale and Lethbridge Northern Irriga- 
tion districts. 

According to the statement of oft 
eials all canning companies in Canada 
are at the present time forced to im 
port their pea seed from the United 
States, none being grown in the 
Dominion, It is believed, however, by 
experts of the canning company that 
the irrigated fields of Alber- 
ta will prove a splendid locality for the 
growing of seed in Canada and if the 
experiment turns out as expected it is 
thought) that some 8.000) to 12,000 
acres of irrigated land can be used 
for this purpose yearly, What this 
activity might become may be gauged 
from the proportions of the canned 
peas industry in the Dominion, some 
1,291,215 cases worth $3,415.355 being 
put up in 1926, At tle experiment 
f arm at Lethbridge as high as 50 bush 
els to the acre have been raised, but 
25 to 30 bushels of re-cleaned seed i 
considered a good average and will 


bring the growers from $40 to $60 per 


acre. 

At the same time the company is 
undertaking a thorough survey of the 
irrigation districts surrounding Leth- 
bridge to learn what can be grown 
which would make the establishment 


of a cannery possible. Green peas 
will be the basis, but other crops are 
required to lengthen the time of opera. 
tion. Strawberries and raspberries 
are grown very successfully in the ir- 
rigated districts while spinach, carrots, 
beets, cabbage, and cucumbers are 
highly successful crops which are 
possibilities, and sweet corn will also 
probably furnish raw material for the 
plant. Experiments are to be under 
taken in the Barnwell district in the 
growing of Tomatoes by the mulch 
paper process in order to learn if 
these also cannot be supplied. 

The area has been looked upon as 
the logical location for a canning fac 
tory for some time and such an es- 
tablishment has been projected, This 
draws attention to the progress Al 
berta has been making in this industry 
and its bright outlook in this regard. 
The three Prairie Provinces constitute 
a huge consuming market for canned 
fruits and vegetables but while in a 
position to grow many of the raw pro 
ducts their manufactured requirements 
have in the past been supplied from 
Ontario and British Columbia, At the 
time of the 1926 census, while there 
were 136 fruit and vegetable canning 
factories in Canada, there was only 
one located in the Prairie Provinces 
located at East Kildonan, near Winni 
peg. Since that time, however, Alberts 
has laid a good foundation for the 
industry.

| MINNESOTA ENACTS 
OLD AGE PENSION LAW 
-_-@o - 

ST. PAUL, Minn.—An old age pen- 
sion bill passed the state legislature 
|}and has been signed by the governor. 

The new law provides for the county 
system, Any county board, by a two 
thirds vote of the commissioners, may 
establish an old-age pension fund and 
put the plan into operation. 

The pension must not exceed $1 « 
day and an applicant must be at least 
citizen, andres! 
and county for 


70 years of age, a 
dent of the state 
years. 

Failure to support his family for 
six months or more during the ! 
year period bars an applicant fro 
receiving the pension, Ownership o\ 
property worth $3,000 is also a bar. 

One clause gives any district court 
judge the power to require applicant 
to transfer his property to the state 
board of control, “which may lease or 
sell the same and allow credit therefor 
to the account of the pensioner.”
